Given in Summary 


The forest of Givenchy, east of 
Souchez, in northern France, near the 
Belgian border, has again been the 
scene of 
sanguinary 
fighting, 
with 
marked advantage to the Germans. 
A strong attack by German infantry 
developed ia Cftis sector last night, 
resulting 
in 
the 
capture 
of 
800 
metres of French positions, the Ger- 
mans penetrating 
beyond the 
first 
line trenches at several places. They 
took some 325 prisoners. 


Paris declares that the Germans 
were afterward driven out at all but 
a few points of the communicating 
trenches 
which they 
had reached. 
Apparenily the Germans still hold all 
the first line trenches gained. 


Another German advance, at Bra- 
bant-sur-Meuse, is admitted by Paris. 
Here, too, the attacking forces posh- 
ed beyond the advanced trenches, but 
afterwards they were driven back to 
the trenches originally reported, the 
French claim. 


Artillery play is grovring increas- 
ingly violent along the front at many 
points, according to the reports, the 
weather being more favorable now 
than for some time. The airmen also 
are busy. 
Berlin admits the loss of 
the Zeppelin reported last night as 
shot down in the Meuse district.

is reported that the entire crew of 
men lost their lives. 


The Turks lost heavily in the fight-

[ere observed as Indiana Products Days, and the idea was to take an 
Ueatoiy of what Indiana is doing, particularly in agriculture and in 
[«»ufacturing. It is hoped to bring home to the Indiana man who 
sleeps in a Grand Rapids bed, takes his bath in an Ohio bathtub, 
Imbs his hair with a comb made in Germany, dresses in New York 
(olhes, wears Massachusetts shoes and Connecticut socks and smokes 
irkish cigarettes (grown in Virginia)" that his home state is fully 
)reast of any and all of these in the matter of its production. 


In this connection a little survey of the state will be of interest, 
the matter of agriculture let it be recalled that the value of the 
idiana farm products in 1915 was $350,000,000; that Indiana com- 
jwers hpld the champioiiship and that Indiana live stock commands 
ie best,prices in the world's markets. In the realm of manufacture 
le state's record is so diversified as to be amazing. The state pro- 
ices every sort of vehicle in use today in civilized lands; its product 
icludes fabrics of every variety, and in no branch of furniture, 
irdware, glassware, queensware, wearables, machinery, drugs or 
Ither utilities is the state lacking in either the quality or the volume 
its'Mtput. 


There is ample occasion for the Indiana Products Day idea, and 
shouldi be made an annual affair, with every city, town and com- 
itjity in the state participating actively in it. The more informa- 


>n we Hoosier folk have concerning our o^vn state, the greater rea- 
[mvill we have to be genuinely proud of it.

It is a popular notion in other states 
that the Hoosier is a natural bom poli- 
tician; that he takes to politics as a 
duck do^B to water.

Directory 
indicates 
that the Indiana man really is twice as 
active and successful politically as is 
the average American, 
Indiana has ap 
proximately 3 per cent of the populatior 
of the United States. 
Its native sons 
number more than 6 per cent of the to 
tal in the senate and almost exactly (3 
per cent of the membership, of tlie house. 
Our normal percentage should be 'three 
in eacJi branch of the national lawmak- 
ing body. 


Excepting a few states in the -south 
and east, there is not one so thoroughly 
represented in congress at present by 
native sons.

our senators and 
twelve representatives are Hoosiers by 
birth, the one exception being Represen- 
tative Lieb, of the First district, who 
came from Ciermany. 
Both Illinois sen- 
ators and .seven of tliat state's thirty- 
five representatives wore born in other 
states. Si.v of Ohio's twenty-two repre- 
sentatives in congress were born outside 
of that state. 


TI ero are Hoosiers in congress who 
have been elected in states ali the wpy 
from Pennsylvania to California. Sen- 
ator Works is the Tndianian from the 
Golden .state and JVpresentative Wil- 
liam Worth Bailey of the Keystone state 
first saw the light of day in Hendricks 
county. 
Senator Thompson of Kansas 
is a Crawfordsville 
product. 
Senator 
Moses E. Clapp of Minnesota began life 
in Delphi. 
Senator Johnson of South 
Dakota was born in Owen county. 


South Dakota not only looked to In- 
diana for one of its two .'^onators. but 
for two of its three menil)e3-.s o f the 
lower house in congres.s, Ivcprc.sentativea 
Dillon and Gandy. 
WasJiington is al- 
mo-st as partial to Hoosiers as is SoutJi 
Dakota.

Detroit, Mich., Feb. 22.—School children 
of the city alums are healthier as a rule 
than those who attend rural schools, was 
th® startling declaration made today by 
Thomas D. Wood, of New York, who ad- 
dressed the National Council of Educa- 
tion. 
Mr. Wood is professor of physical 
education at Columbia university. 
The 
national council is one of many educa- 
tional bodies holding 
conferences 
and 
conventions this week. 
Mr. Wood urged 
that school authorities devote more at- 
tention to the physical welfare of school 
children. 


"Rural school children are less healthy 
and are handicapped by more physical 
defects than children of the city schools, 
including the slums," eaid P>rof. Wood. 
"The general death rate in rural sections 
has for five years been greater than that 
of New York 
city 
alone. 
Apparently 
within tlio last decade or two the scliools 
of rural Amtrica has declined below that 
of cities or perhaps that it is truer to 
say that within his period the standards 
of living and health of the cities have 
risen above those of the rUral regions. 
Much of the beat human stock, especially 
witliln the last half'century, has moved 
from the farms to the cities. 


"Our schools are spending millions In 
educating, or trying to educate children 
who are kept back by ill-health. The ex- 
penditure of 
thousands in a 
judicious 
health program would 
produce 
an ex- 
traordinary 
saving 
in economy and ef- 
ftciency." 


Mr,

recommended 
that 
rural 
schools adopt general health rules. In- 
cluding regular examination by 
health 
experts of all school children, sanitary 
buildings, generous 
space 
for outdoor 
recreation and better trained and better 
paid teachers.

Thomas D. Wood, of New York, who ad- 
dressed the National Counoll of Educa- 
tion. Mr. Wood is professor of physic 
education at. Columbia university. 
The ] 


national council is one of many educa- 
tional bodies holding 
conferences 
and 


conventions this week. Mr. Wood urged 
that school authorities devote more at- 
tention to the physical welfare of school 
children. 


"Rural school children are less healthy 


and are hancUcapped by more physical 
defects than children of the city schools, 
including the slums," said Prof. Wood. 
"The general death rate in rural sections 
has for five years been greater than that 
of New York 
city alone. 
Apparently 


within tlie last decade or two the schools 
of rural America has declined below that 
of cities or perhaps that it is truer to 
say that within his period the standards 
of living and health of tho cities have 
risen above those of the rural regions. 
Much of the best human stock, especially 
within the last half century, has moved 
from the farms to the cities. 


"Our schools aro spending millions In 


educating, or trying to educate children 
who are kept back by ill-health. The ex- 
penditure of thousands In a judicious 
health program would 
produce an 


traordinary saving in economy and ef- 
ficiency."

LEADERS ARE TOLD STATUS. 


Washington, Feb. 22.—Last night7;, 


conference between 
President Wilson, 


Senator. Stone and Repre.-entiitive 1'iouu. 
chairmen of the congressional commit- 
tees dealtnu with foreign affairs, and 
Senator-Kern, the democratic floor lead- 
er, was said today to have been held hi 
order that the president mj^ut inform 
the leaders on the status of negotiations 
with Germany over submarine warfare. 
Senator Stone, it was said, asked to see 
tlie president to learn what the facts in 
the negotiations really were. The pres- 
ident thought Senator Kern and Rep- 
resentative Hood should have the sanw 
information and asked them to be pres- 
ent. 


The president told them tliat while the 


situation was Er&ve, it was not critical 
at the present time. It is understood 
that he said the United States would 
remain firm in its position that raei- 
cbantmcn have a right to arm for de- 
fensive purposes. 


Secretary Lansing discussed the sit- 


uation further with the president, bu; 
said be bad received no information It;- 
day regarding the 
German situation. 


The president docs not believe there 
should be much discussion of the situa 
tion in congress, because of the dancer 
of embarrassing tho negotiations being 
carried on bv the department. Senator 
Stone, however, will make a speech later 
this week, replying to former Senator 
Root's attack on tbe administration be- 
fore the Tepublican convention in \es~ 
York. 


Another Zeppelin was following it fifteen 
kilometres behind when the French gun- 
ners began to lire. 


The crew of the second Zeppelin wit- 


nessing th<5 destruction of the L-Z 77. 
turned their airship sharply and pro 
ceeded in another direction. 


Cannonade Begins. 


The presence of the Zeppelin was an- 


nounced between 8:30 and 8:45. It 
fought against the wind and advanced 
slowly. As soon as it was within range 
the cannonade began. Two shells burst 
in the rear of tbe dirigible while an in- 
cendiary projectile seemed to tear across 
tbe Zeppelin, igniting the right side of 
the craft. 
The fire was soon sweeping 


along tbe entire length o tbe airship. It 
burned steadily, no report from an ex- 
plosion being beard. Little by little it 
came down, lighted up by flaming pieces 
of the envelope which became detached. 


In touching the earth tbe bombs whirli 


tbe Zeppelin carried exploded. An enor- 
mous crowd of persons who bad hastened 
across country from all directions speed- 
ily gathered while the roads were filled 
witb automolnlea on their way to Hi" 
scene. Those*who arrived first on tbe 
ground found nothing b\ifc the debris of 
tbe aircraft, among which lay from 20 
to 30 bodies.
